While catering to a more 
mature female clientele, 
there were always selections 
available for men, children, 
babies, and more recently 
styles for younger ladies and 
girls. 

Jeans and Such is now 
using their secondary front 
entrance and will be open 
on Fridays and Saturdays 
only for the next few weeks. 
So stop in and check out the 
great deals as they finish 
selling their inventory at 
reduced prices. 


Through their volun¬ 
teering at Camp Northward 
as junior counselors, Dani¬ 
elle and Timothy Shackel¬ 
ford, have been invited to 
join a mission team going 
to Haiti this July. They are 
going to partner with the 
New Christian Church of 
Tabarre (whose ministries 
are supported by an orga¬ 
nization called Joy in Haiti) 
providing a Vacation Bible 
School for the children in 
a suburb of Port-au-Prince. 
The VBS will be completed 
through the support of this 
organization. 

Danielle and Timo¬ 
thy, pictured at right, are 
students at Augusta Inde¬ 
pendent School and the 
children of Owen and Julie 
Shackelford of Augusta. 

The New Christian 
Church of Tabarre man¬ 
ages an elementary school 
providing the kids of Haiti 
with the necessary educa¬ 
tion to survive and the word 
of our Lord. The church 
also manages a micro-loan 
program allowing Haitians 
to borrow the funds to start 
small business and a sewing 
cafe’ where the woman can 
learn and use their sewing 
skills to help support their 
families. With the help and 
support of Joy in Haiti the 
Pastor Jean-Prenor Bris- 
enault and his wife operate 
the House of Joy, a home 
for orphaned or needy chil¬ 
dren. Through this partner¬ 
ship and local volunteers 
from the church their mis¬ 
sion group will be able to 
offer a VBS for about 200 


children. The VBS will allow 
the children to attend differ¬ 
ent stations such as lesson, 
craft, music, and recreation 
all while reinforcing the word 
of God. The children will also 
be provided with breakfast 
and lunch each day providing 
a nutritional start to each day. 

The Shackelfords would 
like to give Bracken County 
an opportunity to partner with 
them in two ways: 1) prayers 
to guide them in the serving of 
our Lord, and 2) financially. 

This trip will cost $1710 
per person and includes air¬ 
fare, housing, VBS supplies, 
and meals for the children. 

To further the support of 
this mission trip there will be 
a spaghetti dinner Saturday, 
March 29th at the Augusta 
Christian Church from 5 to 7 
p.m., a yard sale April 4th and 


5th at the Augusta Christian 
Church, and prints of the 
Walcott Covered Bridge 
will be sold at these events 
and the Small Town Gift 
Shop.

From Brooksville Centennial 
Celebration 1839-1939 
Some History of the 
Court House Continued 

This Court House was 
built in accordance with the 
plans and specification and in 
it the courts were continuously 
held for the County until 1833, 
when an act of the General As¬ 
sembly was passed removing 
the County seat from Augusta 
to Brooksville, where it has 
remained ever since. Pursuant 
to the act of General Assembly 
of Kentucky, passed in 1833 
as aforesaid the Court at its 
March Term 1833 entered the 
following order to-wit: 

“Ordered that Henry 
Fronk, Reuben Smarr, Isaac 
Day, Marcus Ware, and J. H. 
Holton be and they are hereby 
appointed Commissioners of 
Bracken County to select site 
for Public Buildings.” 

Two days later the gentle¬ 
men reported that they had 
selected a site and at the same 
term of court a contractor to 
build Court House, Clerk’s 
Office and Jail was awarded 
to Stanfield Pinckard, W. S. 
Harrod, William Summers, 
George Adamson, Richard 
Gibson, Asa Day and John 
Culp. 

At the same term of court 
the following order was en¬ 
tered:

“It is ordered that Nimrod 
Routt, Henry Fronk, John 
Bassett and Rudolph Black 
be appointed Commissioners 
to erect public buildings.” 

On the same day that 
these gentlemen were appoint¬ 
ed to receive subscriptions 
they reported that they had 
raised $150.00 for the purpose 
of erecting a Court House 
and other public buildings at 
Woodwards Cross Roads. Un¬ 
der this arrangements a small 
brick court house 30x30 was 
built at Woodward’s Cross 
Roads and thereafter the name 
“Woodwards Cross Roads” 
was changed to “Brooksville” 
in honor of the Hon. David 
Brooks, who had succeeded in 
passing the legislation neces¬ 
sary to remove the County seat 
from Augusta to Brooksville. 

Just how the County seat 
was removed from the town 
of Oxford back to the town of 
Augusta does not appear very 
clear. But the supposition is 
that the “Gentlemen Justices” 
got tired of meeting in the 
woods and also of missing 
some of the other requisites to 
the comforts and pleasures of 
the dignified Justices of those 
days and arbitrarily took the 
Court back to Augusta, so as 
to be near those much desired 
accommodations.

Students should 
take care when 
signing contracts 

At some point, students 
will have to sign a contract. 
When they do, they should 
keep in mind these tips from 
the Kentucky Higher Edu¬ 
cation Assistance Authority 
(KHEAA). 

A contract is a written 
legal document between two 
or more parties in which an 
offer is made and accepted. 
Contracts would include an 
apartment lease, an insur¬ 
ance policy or a cell phone 
plan. Read all contracts thor¬ 
oughly and ask questions 
before you sign. Complete 
everything and keep a copy 
for yourself. 

Consumer protection 
laws let you change your 
mind and cancel some con¬ 
tracts within three days of 
signing. Before you sign any 
contract, find out if you have 
that option. If you don’t but 
later find it’s necessary to 
cancel the contract, you may 
have to pay a big penalty or 
have to pay what the contract 
calls for. 

Never sign a contract un¬ 
less you read and understand 
the terms of the agreement. 
If you feel pressured, walk 
away.

Tia McIntosh, of the Milford and Mount Olivet com¬ 
munities and Research Coordinator of the Positive Psy¬ 
chology Student Advocacy at Northern Kentucky Univer¬ 
sity, was recognized and honored by the Kentucky House 
of Representatives and Senate for outstanding participa¬ 
tion in the annual “Poster of the Capitol 2014 Program”. 
This program is a faculty mentored undergraduate re¬ 
search scholarship and creative program coordinated by 
Kentucky’s eight public universities and the Kentucky 
Community and Technical College System. It displays the 
work of the best and brightest students in the Common¬ 
wealth. 

McIntosh’s research group was one of the 13 hand- 
selected from Northern Kentucky University by the com¬ 
mittee hosting the event.

What to do Before 
a Tornado 

Be alert to changing 
weather conditions. 

• Listen to NOAA Weath¬ 
er Radio or to commercial 
radio or television newscasts 
for the latest information. 

• Look for approaching 
storms. 

• Look for the following 
danger signs: 

* Dark, often greenish 
sky 

* Large hail 

* A large, dark, low- 
lying clouds (particularly if 
rotating) 

* Loud roar, similar to 
a freight train. 

If you see approaching 
storms or any other danger 
signs, be prepared to take 

shelter immediately. 

What to Do During 
a Tornado 

If you are under a torna¬ 
do WARNING and sirens are 
going off, seek shelter imme¬ 
diately! 

If you are in: A structure 
(e.g. residence, small build¬ 
ing, school, nursing home, 
hospital, factory, shopping 
center, high-rise building) - 
Then: Go to a pre-designat- 
ed shelter area such as a safe 
room, basement, storm cel¬ 


lar, or to the lowest building 
level. If there is no basement, 
go to the center of an interi¬ 
or room on the lowest level 
(closet, interior hallway) 
away from comers, windows, 
doors, and outside walls. Put 
as many walls as possible be¬ 
tween you and the outside. 
Get under a sturdy table and 
use your arms to protect your 
head and neck. Do not open 
windows. 

If you are in: A vehicle, 
trailer, or mobile home - 
Then: Get out immediately 
and go to the lowest floor of 
a sturdy, nearby building or a 
storm shelter. Mobile homes, 
even if tied down, offer little 
protection from tornadoes. 

If you are in: The outside 
with no shelter - Then: Lie 
flat in a nearby ditch or de¬ 
pression and cover your head 
with your hands. Be aware of 
the potential for flooding. 

Do not get under an over¬ 
pass or bridge. You are safer 
in a low, flat location. 

Never try to out mn a 
tornado in urban or con¬ 
gested areas in a car or tmck. 
Instead, leave the vehicle im¬ 
mediately for safer shelter. 

Watch out for flying de¬ 
bris. Flying debris from tor¬ 
nadoes causes most fatalities 
and injuries.

Lately, there have been

that mattresses, box springs 
and upholstered items be 
wrapped. The rolls of plastic 
wrap can be found at places 
like Lowe’s and Home Depot 
and is usually about $ 10 to $ 15 
per roll. I’ve seen it as low as 
$8 before. Additionally, we do 
ask that customers call ahead 
for large item collection. This 
(information) is printed on the 
back of all our invoices. We 
not only have to plan for the 
amount of space required on 
a route, but also manpower if 
there are too many large items 
on any given day. I hope this 
information helps.” 

The large items include 
furniture, bedding and large 
TVs. Life changes every day 
and garbage pickup service is 
no exception. Rumpke must 
protect their drivers from the 
possibility of infestation from 
bedbugs and their solution is 
to have the customer wrap the 
upholstered furniture and bed¬ 
ding in plastic. We are not 
sure how many items a roll of 
the plastic would cover, but it 
would seem just as economi¬ 
cal to us if the home owner 
would take these items to the 
landfill. Yes, either solution 
requires action on our part, 
but for some reason, we have 
become a society of non-do¬ 
ers. If everyone is required 
to wrap these items, it is not a 
reflection on anyone that bed¬ 
bugs are present! It is what 
it is - a policy dictated by 
Rumpke and it is up to us to 
follow the rules! 

While we are on the 
subject of garbage, we had a 
complaint recently concern¬ 
ing garbage being set out 
too early with the end result 
of trash being blown around 
the neighborhood because 
animals had ripped into the 
bags. Bracken County’s Solid 
Waste Ordinance is No. 87- 
002 which regulates solid 
waste management includ¬ 
ing the storage, collection, 
transportation, processing and 
disposal of solid waste. Basi¬ 
cally the ordinance states that 
garbage needs to be stored in 
adequate, lidded containers 
to prevent any animals from 
getting into the trash and then 
said containers need to be set 
out on trash day. Let’s all do 
what we can to keep Bracken 
clean in 2014 by following 
rules, RECYCLING, REUS¬ 
ING and REDUCING to keep 
God’s earth clean, green and 
beautiful! Be seein’ you - Bin 
& Bug.

If the state’s budget is the 
most important legislation 
that the General Assembly 
approves every two years, 
enacting the state’s road plan 
is a close second. 

As with the budget, the 
goal is to find the best use 
for a limited amount of re¬ 
sources. This is an area 
where Kentucky generally 
gets high marks, however, 
based on an annual national 
study by the Reason Founda¬ 
tion that ranks the quality of 
each state’s highway system. 
We came in 14th overall last 
year. 

The study did highlight 
some challenges for us as 
well, with two of the biggest 
being narrow rural roads and 
a relatively high percentage 
of bridges no longer adequate 
for today’s traffic. 

On Tuesday last week, 
the House voted for a two- 
year highway plan - and a 
recommended one for the 
four years that follow - that 
would go a long way in tack¬ 
ling these areas. 

It proposes $4.5 billion 
in spending, which includes 
state and federal sources as 
well as previous bonding 
from earlier road plans. In 
fact, there is enough bonding 
available that the state will 
not have to borrow any addi-

tional money during the next 
two years. 

Statewide, the plan’s 
larger projects include work 
tied to the two new Louis¬ 
ville bridges, which are cur¬ 
rently under construction; 
widening and extending the 
Mountain Parkway; six-lan- 
ing more of 1-65; and im¬ 
proving the 1-69 corridor in 
Western Kentucky. 

The day before the House 
sent its road plan to the Sen¬ 
ate, my colleagues and I vot¬ 
ed for legislation that could 
have a major impact on how 
maj or highway proj ects - and 
other infrastructure as well 
- is built in the years ahead. 

This public-private part¬ 
nership, as it is commonly 
called, would include Ken¬ 
tucky among the estimated 
two-thirds of the states, in¬ 
cluding the seven surround¬ 
ing us, that already allow 
this type of arrangement. 
The leaders of the Kentucky 
Chamber of Commerce and 
the Kentucky Transportation 
Cabinet spoke in favor of this 
concept as well when it was 
still in committee. 

Our goal is to make it 
easier for private enterprise 
to help improve the public 
good. This could lower gov¬ 
ernment costs while moving 
projects forward that other¬ 
wise might see long delays. 
The Chamber of Commerce 
noted that there are a variety 
of relationships possible with 
this type of arrangement, de¬ 
pending how much involve¬ 
ment state and/or local offi¬ 
cials want. 

Some of the other bills 
the House voted for last week 
would do such things as call 
on child-care centers to do 
more radon testing; allow 
greater expungement of mis¬ 
demeanors and traffic viola¬ 
tions after a proper length of 
time; and encourage schools 
to be closed on Veterans Day 
or at least spend time com¬ 
memorating the holiday. 

The last full week of 
March is also the last full 
week of this year’s legisla¬ 
tive session, so we are near¬ 
ing the end of our work. 
After a 10-day interim early 
next month, the length of 
time a governor has to act on 
legislation, the General As¬ 
sembly will return briefly be¬ 
fore concluding the session 
on April 15th. 

There is still plenty of 
time to let me know your 
thoughts on the issues before 
the House and Senate. You 
can always write to me at 
Room 329E, Capitol Annex, 
702 Capitol Avenue, Frank¬ 
fort, KY 40601; or you can 
email me at Mitchel.Den- 
ham@lrc.ky.gov.

USD A Encourages Early 
Registration for 
FSA Programs 

The U.S. Department 
of Agriculture’s (USDA) 
Farm Service Agency (FSA) 
Administrator JuanM. Garcia 
today recommended that 
farmers and ranchers who 
plan to participate in FSA 
programs register in advance. 
Producers are encouraged 
to report farm records and 
business structure changes to 
a local FSA Service Center 
before April 15, 2014. 

Enrollment for the 
disaster programs authorized 
by the 2014 Farm Bill, 
including the Livestock 
Indemnity Program (LIP) 
and the Livestock Forage 
Disaster Program (LFP) will 
begin by April 15, 2014. 

"We expect significant 
interest in these programs,” 
said Garcia. “Early 
registration should help 
improve the sign-up 
process and allow us to 
expedite implementation 
of the programs. I strongly 
encourage producers to 
complete their paperwork 
ahead of time.” 

Examples of updates or 
changes to report include: 

•New producers or 
producers who have not 
reported farm records to 
FSA. 

•Producers who have 
recently bought, sold or 
rented land. Those producers 
need to ensure that changes 
have been reported and 
properly recorded by local 
FSA county office personnel. 
Reports of purchased or sold 
property should include a 
copy of the land deed, and 
if land has been leased, then 
documentation should be 
provided that indicates the 
producer had/has control of 
the acreage. 

•Producers that have 
changed business structures 
(e.g. formed a partnership 
or LLC) need to ensure 
that these relationships and 
shares are properly recorded 
with FSA. Even family farms 
that have records on file may 
want to ensure that this is 
recorded accurately as it may 
impact payment limits. 

Farm records can be 
updated during business 
hours at FSA Service 
Centers that administer the 
county where the farm or 
ranch is located. Producers 
can contact their local FSA 
Service Center in advance to 
find out what paperwork they 
may need. In addition, bank 
account information should 
be supplied or updated if 
necessary to ensure that 
producers receive payments 
as quickly as possible

The hows and whys 
Kentucky will dance 
with Louisville in Indy 

Kentucky and Wichita 
State is like a heavyweight 
title fight,” a television analyst 
marveled. 

Stylish too. Spiced by UK’s 
54 per cent shooting, exquisite 
decision-making and, for Big 
Blue Nation, the answer to a 
question being asked back home 
last Sunday. 

A Wildcats’ fan, who knew 
what analyst Seth Greenburg 
meant when said three weeks 
ago, Kentucky, “... is painful to 
watch.” 

Last Sunday the same fan 
turned to a friend and said, 
“Who ARE those guys?” 

Kentucky’s game with 
Wichita State was good as bas¬ 
ketball gets. Skilled, suspense, 
high stakes, quality and stay¬ 
ing-power with a banked-in-3- 
pointer or two. A show to rival 
the Duke-Kentucky in Phila¬ 
delphia in 1992 with different 
outcome.

Before severe weather 
strikes, KU prepares by 
monitoring weather condi¬ 
tions, placing field crews 
and business partners on 
alert and readying operat¬ 
ing equipment and material. 
Throughout the year, KU 
makes infrastructure invest¬ 
ments and perform regular 
system maintenance such as 
tree trimming and hazard¬ 
ous tree removals to enhance 
system reliability. 

Stay informed: During 
outage situations, system 
and restoration updates are 
provided through the KU 
and LG&E online outage 
map and automated phone 
system. At the beginning of a 
widespread restoration event, 
KU must first assess damage 
to the electric system before 
repairs can be prioritized. 

Keeping customers in¬ 
formed of the companies’ 
progress is an essential part 
of KU’s emergency response 
plan. In times of widespread 
power outages, general res¬ 
toration information and 
safety tips are provided on 
KU and LG&E’s Facebook 


page, Twitter feed and offi¬ 
cial company blog. 

Be safe: Always assume 
any downed wire is an ener¬ 
gized power line. Stay away 
and report it immediately. 
KU customers should call 
1-800-981-0600. Visit www. 
lge-ku.com/storm for impor¬ 
tant safety information con¬ 
cerning portable generators, 
food storage and electric ser¬ 
vice. 

When responding to ma¬ 
jor power outages across the 
utilities’ service territory, 
priority is given to critical- 
care organizations, such as 
hospitals, fire and police sta¬ 
tions and nursing homes. At 
the same time, KU crews 
focus on restoring service to 
schools, airports and other 
utility infrastructure - like 
water and sewer pumping 
stations. 

In making repairs, the 
goal is to fix problems that 
will restore power to large 
groups of customers simul¬ 
taneously, so hundreds or 
even thousands of customers 
come back online with one 
repair job. KU must repair 
any critical infrastructure that 
might be damaged, like the 
transmission lines and sub¬ 
stations that carry electricity 
into neighborhoods and com¬ 
mercial areas, before power 
can be restored to those lo¬ 
cations. Crews then move 
to where neighborhoods can 
be restored and continue on 
to those problems that affect 
power to individual streets 
and homes. 

Customers experiencing 
a power outage should report 
it to the company by either 
using the online outage re¬ 
porting system or by calling 
KU at 1-800-981-0600. 

While every storm is 
unique and presents distinct 
challenges to utility crews, 
KU remains committed to 
restoring power as safely 
and quickly as possible and 
keeping customers informed 
every step of the way.
